He sstloatsd that the Bank of the tfalted 
States had "loaasd to msnbere of Congress and to siftsldlsed presses at least ons- 
half mlUlcn dollars." Bloholas Biddle, top banker of his time, held Senator Daniel 
Webster's psrsonal notes for thousands of dollars. CcK^reasmen vers openly eneouragsd 
to borrow big advenoss agalnat thalr pay vouebara. Tbs Bank of tha Tblted States was 
tbs Pbderal Raesrve Systam of its day. Its charter came up for ranawal In 1 B 36 and 
Jackson cai^palgnsd for his asoond term of offlos on the promise not to renew the 
charter. In spite of the beakers* control of tbs press and mob o^ Congress, suoh 
was Jeckson's popularity with tbs people that he won and carried out hie proolee. 

So, until the Civil War the nation wee free of ptkllo debt.
